Is Opinion Expressed At the 
Geneva Conference, S e a t 
On Commission Is Assured 
To Teutons, More Tangible 
C u t In Arms Is N e c e s ­ 
sary, Before Great Britain 
Will Put Its 0. K. On the 
Proposal To (wive Financial 
Aid To Nation Victim of 
Aggression. 


The Council of the League of Na­ 
tions at Geneva, Switzerland, decided 
Thursday to 
increase the 
member­ 
ship of the 
League’s mandate com­ 
mission, supervising Germany's for­ 
mer colonies, from nine to ten, and 
assured Germany a seat on the com­ 
mission. 
This is interpreted as meaning the 
eventual restoration to Germany of 
one or more of the colonies she lost 
in the World war. 
World disarmament 
unexpectedly 
caused a discussion in 
the council 
Thursday afternoon. 
Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, 
British 
foreign secretary, commenting upon 
a plan for organized financial assist­ 
ance for a nation, victim of aggres­ 
sion, declared the project possessed 
"great value and would deter aggres­ 
sion, but that Great Britain would de 
mand a more tangible 
reduction of 
armaments 
before supporting the 
scheme. 
Sir Austen declared it would be im 
possible to consider the project apart 
from disarmament, and that British 
parliamentary acceptance also un-* 
doubtedly would be contingent upon 
acceptance by all nations. 
The project, which was drawn up 
by the league’s financial committee, 
and now goes before 
the assembly, 
provides that a nation attacked could 
contract loans on 
the general 
se­ 
curity of its revenues, but with the 
assistance of an international guar­ 
antee to be contained in a convention 
which would be open to all nations. 
No states would benfit from this ar­ 
rangement unless they 
signed 
the 
convention. 
Norway and Lithuania joined Swe­ 
den in demanding that the league 
council adopt a less passive attitude 
in international political problems, lf 
the applause and later comments of 
the mixed public galleries are to be 
taken as a criterion, the general re­ 
action to this is that 
the criticism 
heard in the last few days will serve 
a useful purpose in preventing the 
league becoming lethargic and will 
put increased vim into its activities, 
particularly disarmament activities. 
Because of the opposition 
of the 
foreign ministers of certain big pow­ 
ers, Poland reluctantly trimmed its 
original elaborate nonagression pact 
until it became a mere skeleton of 
two articles. 
One of these forbids all war as a

means to solve international disputes. 
The other stipulates that all interna­ 
tional quarries must be settled by 
pacific means. 
The new text declared in the pre­ 
amble that the assembly recognizes 
the solidarity binding the 
interna­ 
tional community and is animated by 
the firm will to assure maintenance 
of general peace. 
The preamble continues by empha- 
i sizing that war never should be re­ 
sorted to for settling disputes 
be­ 
tween nations, 
that 
an aggressive 
war is an international crime, and 
that the solemn denunciation of all 
wars of aggression will cause an at­ 
mosphere of general confidence fa­ 
vorable to disarmament. 
Then comes the body of the reso­ 
lution, 
which 
declares 
first 
that 
“every war of aggression is and will 
be forbidden,” and, second, “the as­ 
sembly declares that the members of 
the League of Nations are under ob­ 
ligation to obey this principle and re­ 
quests them to negotiate 
pacts 
of 
non-aggression inspired with the idea 
that pacific means should be employ­ 
ed for the settlement of differences 
whatever might be their nature.”

HARM OF THE 
HEAVY TRUCK 


Nobody who travels American 
highways to any considerable ex­ 
tent has failed to see improve d 
roads seriously damaged bv the 
heavy 
trucks 
now in use. 
In 
most states, weight limit regula­ 
tions are supposed to he in ex­ 
istence, but there are few if any 
states in which such regulations 
have been generally and success­ 
fully e nforced. 
Ordinarily, peo­ 
ple think only of the injury done 
i to the road, 
but in 
cities the 
harm does not confine itself to 
I the streets. 
A prominent Wash­ 
ington city architect, George O. 
T otten, has recently written a let­ 
ter to the commissioners of the 
District of Colum bia, complain­ 
ing that serious injury is being 
done to buildings for a consider­ 
able distance back of the street 
line. 
“ May I call your attention to 
the fact” says Mr. Totten, “that 
the heavy trucks now permitted 
to traverse our streets are doing 
I great damage to buildings of all 
I classes? 
These trucks, with their 
14 tons, lumbering along on hard 
rubber tires, many of which have 
!scarcely any rubber at all, at 15 
I miles 
or more 
an 
hour, cause 
violent tremors, veritable earth­ 
quakes for a distance of 50 or 
IOO feet back of the pavement. 
They have caused serious damage 
to two buildings which I own, 
where I have had to replace fal­ 
len ceilings.” 
There can be no doubt of the 
general utility of the motor truck, 
but the weight of loads permitted 
to be drawn over the streets and 
highways by these swift-moving 
vehicles will have to be determin­ 
ed ,in the end, not by the truck 
manufacturers or owners, but in 
accordance with the best inter­ 
ests of tile 
people as 
a whole. 
The quick ruin of 
expensive!y- 
built roads, to say nothing of in­ 
jury to 
buildings 
on adjoining 
property, cannot be permitted to 
go 
on 
indefinitely, 
merely be­ 
cause a very big truck, heavily 
loaded, is more economical than 
two smaller ones. from the truck­ 
man’s point of view.— Colum bus 
Dispatch.
